James J. Hill's comments on the bond 


issuing mania of the American people, 
deals with an undoubted error ^i our 
people, but. weakens its force by tak- 
ing a partial and essentially incorrect 
view of the case. This is exemplified 
by the fact that he claims for the rail- 
roads that they kept their bond issues 
within reasonable limits, while indus- 
trial corporations have carried- it be- 
yond the bounds of all reason. 


Mr. Hill's statement is true of some 


railroads. That it is true of all is re- 
futed by some of the highest authori- 
ties on the railroad side. Mr. Poor, an 
unquestioned railroad statistician of his 
day. 
accepted as beyond dispute about 


thirty years ago, that the outstanding 
total of railroad bonds very nearly rep- 
resented the actual cost of the proper- 
ties. Thomas F. Ryan at a compara- 
tively recent date made practically the 
same assertion in the form that at the 
end of the century 75 per cent, of the 
stocks iseued by railways was water, 


But Mr. Hill's further assertion is 


correct that with this example before 
them, the planners of industrial concen- 
trations went beyond the railroad rec- 
ord of achievement. 
The average of 


railroad capitalization during the pe 
riod from 1873 to 1BOO was about $2 of 
capitalisation for SI of actual property. 
That of many industrial achievements 
since then has been' $3 of capital issued 
for every actual dollar put into the con- 
cern. 


There is no doubt that the tempta- 


tion to try to make money by calling 
a dollar's worth of property S3 and then 
selling it to eomo one else for $2 is one 
of the chief causes of trouble for tbis 
country. Exactly how ITr. Hill in going 
to mend tbe matter when it has boon 
tlono is a question that is by no means 
plain in his Comment. 


>y virtue of tho constitutional amend- 
ment which President Taft advocated 


s desirable in order that taxes might 
be levied on incomes if some great emer- 
lency should arise in the life of the re- 
niblie. This argument had a share in 
finning approval of the amendment by 
he necessary number of state legisla- 
tes.

Washington, Oct. 5.—Figures com- 


)iled by the department of agriculture 
show that th« people of 
the 
United 


States, in order to decrease the cost of 
iving, are eating less meat. The annual 
consumption of meat per capita 
has 


Iropped ten pounds in the last 
four 


years, or from 102 pounds in 1909 to 152 
>ounds in 1013. 
This reduction in the 


consumption of meat is due to the con- 
stantly increasing price, the cause of 
which is attributed to the growth in 
copulation and the shortage in the meat 
supply. 


"It is evident that tlio country is fnc- 


ng an era of short production of meat 
md that some constructive means roust 
)e adopted if the American appetite for 
:his class of food is to he supplied," 
James M. Pickcns, of the bureau of ani- 
mal industry, said. "In the last six years 
,hp number of beef cattle in the country 
hns apparently fallen off more than 30 
)er cent., while the population, of course, 
'inn increased." 


According to estimates of the bureau 


of statistics of the department of agri- 
culture, the beef caltle in the country on 
January 1, 1907, numbered 51,506,000, 
and at the beginning of the present year 
;he number was only 30,030,000. 


"The slaughter of beef under govern- 


ment inspection, which covers more than 
mlf of the total slaughter of the coun- 
try, shows a fallir.c off since 1910," said 
Mr. Pickens, "the total decline amount- 
ng to more than 
800,000 
carcasses, 


equivalent to about 450.000,000 pounds 
of dressed beef. 
Applying the ratio of 


Federally inspected slaughter to total 
slaughter according to the census figures 
of 1009. this means a falling oft" of 1,41!),- 
000 cattle, or approximated- 780,000.000 
pounds of beef, in the entire slaxighter 
of the country from 1!HO to 1913. 


"While future 
imports 
may 
afford 


some measure of relief, too much reliance 
should not be placed upon this source 
of supply. 
A study of the statistical 


situation in other countries does not dis- 
close where we are likely to obtain any 
large quantity of beef for an extended 
period.
